Editor Hodcison: — In the lust Ih- 
Huc ot the .loURNAL your I'liila- 
(lolltliiui^orrospoiKit'iit coiiiplHiiiH of 
tlio iiuibility of the doaf to .s(«!iiio 
poHilioiiH ill t;li(> (Jovormi'iil Dopjirt- 
nieiits, evcMi iifttir paHNiiifj Hucccas- 
ful Civil Sorvico oxHiiiiuations. If 
the reuHoii why wan b('tt<>r under- 
stood, less fiilHO hopes would be 
built ujion bj' the deaf, aud the 
White House would not l»e ovcrruu 
by hordfVH of huii>j;ry hc^ariuf^ seek- 
ern for f)lace, if tJie workirif^M of the 
Civil Service Law waw better 
known. 

Under the old order of things 
Department clerks eould be fifiura- 
tively kicked out of tlieir posilions 
at every chanfje of political adniin- 
iatrntioti, to nuikerooni for \w\\ men 
w)io iuid a pull through the in- 
fluence of the President, S<'Tiators, 
Congressmen and ])olitical bossc^s. 
Civil Service has done away with 
all this, but still hordes of hungry 
seekers for (iovermenlal place and 
pay swarm down on Washington, 
through ignorance of the law and 
to the depletion of their purses in 
the <^xi)ense incnirred to no purpose. 

In the exams, for the Civil Ser- 
vice the highest rating is 100. That 
is perfect. Helow a certain rating 
a candidate can not pass for admis- 
sion to the eligible lists waiting for 
appointmciiit to ])OHitfions, and his 
name is not enl«ired on tin* books in 
the Civil Servic<^ Ollice. Tin* 
largest nnmlwir of those who [)ass 
succ-(!ssful (ixams., and are notitied 
of their admission to the elegible 
lists, have ratings only in the 70.s ; 
a far less numtx-r n^latively have 
ratitigs in the KO.s ; and Ww legist 
number have ratings ranging from 
90 to 100. The tip lopjxirs, who 
have perfect ratings, at; par, are 
about as sc^arce as hen's teeth.* 

Under the Law each State is 
entitled to its (juolar of apfxtint incuts 
to clericaJ positions in the govern- 
ment service, in th(^ ratio of popula- 
tion or number of R(ipr(^sentativ(<s 
in Congress. So it will be s<>en that 
such States as New York and 
Pennsylvania are entitled to tlu^ 
greatest number of (dinkshijis, be- 
cause they have the largest popula- 
tion and representation. 

Tiiose in i»ositions in the C'ivil 
Service hold their i>laces by a life 
tenure. Their pla(H>s only become 
vacant by promotion, icsignation, 
disability, bad conducl warranting 
expulsion, or death. So vacaiuMcs 
from these causes are of compara- 
tively slow occurrence. When the 
exigenciies and press of public 
business demands a large increase 
of clerical force, then those whose 
names are on the eligible lists are 
drawn for positions in considerabh* 
numbers. At other times only one 
or a f(»w are drawn at intervals as 
vacancies occur. If in any depart- 
ment business isdull and then* is 
too largti a forc«i of clerks, vacan- 
cies when they occur an* allowed 
to lapse in order to reduce the 
force to the requirements of busi- 
ness. 

When vacancies occur in any 
Departnient, t.lm order of j)rocedure 
is something like this, if the vacancy 
needs filling. A reipiisition is 
made on the (-ivil Servici* Ollice for 
a man or woman, as the case may 
bo, to fill such and such a place. 
In spe(!ial cas(*s t,he p(>rson wanted 
must l)e prollcient not only in 
Knglish but in certain foreign 
languages. The Civil Service Com- 
missioners go (o timir books. They 
flinl the nauK* of th*^ person having 
the highest rating, or the one next 
highest, who is (lualified in all rc- 
si)e(!ts to fill the nMiuiremenl. The 
('ommissioners notify this |)ersoii 
by mail that In* or she has been 
ai>|)ointed to such and such a ]>lace, 
to fill a vacany in this or that De- 
partment. If this jierson accepts, 
that ends the mattcir. If he de- 
clines, then the next person with 
highest rating is !iotiti(>d until tli(> 
place is fllhol. 

Tliat the C!ivil Service Law is a 
great hindrance to the deaf in 
secMiring jxisitions in the (3overn- 
menl servi(!e, there is »>o (luesMon. 
In fact it ha.s so far practically shut 
them out, where before the law came 
In operation they were enabled to 
get positions, and some of thein 
still hold their places by virtue of 
ante-dating the law and IxMiig ex- 
empt from its provisions. Hut in 
truth the Civil Service Law is no 
bar against, the intelligent deaf in 
entering the public service. Tlie 



one thing that is essential, is to pass 
an examination that will s<*cure a 
rating up near the toj). If any 
dtiaf person <!an secure a rating up 
from .95 to .!1H on the Civil Service, 
1 will warrant he or six* will be 
drawn into the Governm(>iit service 
within three months. All the talk 
abmit favoritism, political influence 
and lack of sympathy for the deaf, 
(nils no ic(! at all in Civil S(U'Vice. 
roliticaJ inllucnce and intrigue wjis 
long siiK^' sup(M'(!cded by this Civil 
Servi(!e Law; a law as rigid, as 
heartless, and cohl as a stone to 
hearing and deaf alike. 

Civil Service examinations are 
held two or thnx* times a year at 
])Iaces all over the United States. 
Scores and hundreds of young men 
and women attend them. Of these 
ju-obably no more than one fourth 
to (me third i)ass and g(>t their 
names entered on the Civil Service 
books as eligible. Hut the rating 
of three fourths to nine tenths of 
thcmi is too low for any of tJiem to 
(*ver expect to be nolilicd that they 
have been drawn to till a position 
Tlu* diir(M-ent (*xains., continually 
furnish a few candidates with ratings 
of from 85 to !)5. These are the 
ones whose names on the Civil 
servic(* books, (Uiti out all who are 
registered with lower rating. There 
an* no doubt thousands of names 
registered on lh(> books with ratings 
betwe(>n 70and8(). Fertile ohances 
of any of them securing a Civil 
Service posititui I would not give a 
fig. Th(*y are dead dncks. 

Some eight years ago I had a 
hearing friend pass an exam, for a 
Depart me nt position. He was iioti- 
no(l that he had passed successfully 
and that; his name was ent(*red 
among the elegibh*s. Ho thought 
his rating was a good one and Ik* 
was elated with expectation. I went 
to Washiiiglon to lobby for him to 
get a position. I was armed with 
iiiduential l(*tters of recom- 
iiKMidation. I passed the whol(» 
gamut of private Secretary, Presi- 
dent, an^ Secretaries of Depart- 
ments, and was ev(>r3' where cour- 
teously nvfenvd to the Civil Servi(*e 
Olfici*. I went there, saw Com- 
missioner TluMxlore Roosevelt-, 
anil was by him infornuMl of tli«> 
facts under Civil Service rules 
alxmt as I have outlined them in 
this article. lie told me there were 
no vacancies, and that (mly those 
who had the highest rating stoixl 
any chance. 1 insinuat(Hi that 
ix)liticnl influence and favoritism 
>vas us(*d to get around the (?ivil 
Service Law. At this ''T(>ddy" 
got up on his ear aud flout(Hl the 
insinunlion with derision. 

To the President of the United 
Stat(*s the Civil S(*rvi('e Law is a 
blessing, or would b(>, if the hungry 
cormorants who swarm into the 
Whit(> House would only und(>rstand 
that his hands are ti(*(l, and that he 
has no more to do with appoint- 
ments in the Civil Service than the 
man in the m(X)h. To the d(*af tin* 
Civil S(*rvic(* Law is an iinmigilat^^d 
curse, but not a total disbarmeiu to 
tliose who (*an climb close to the 
magic figures 100 — perfect.

William Harvey Fosmire, died on 
Monday, March 8th, at 10.30 a.m., 
at the residenc(* of his parents Mr. 
and Mrs. Kdgar I<\)smire, 4(i3 
Hroadway, Saratoga S[)rings, N. Y. 
The cause of death was hasty con- 
sumi)tion. The funeral was held 
at Hethseda Church last ThursdJiy 
afternoon, at 3 o'clock. There was 
also a brief service at the house at 
2.30 P.M. 

Mr. William Harvey Fosmire was 
born April 1st, I8(i,'i, at Amsterdam, 
N. Y., with all his faculties. At 
the age three months he sustained 
a fall, which iffected his h(;aring, 
and of course his speech, because 
he had no early training of his 
vocal organ. 

On Sei)tember 5th, 1873, he was 
admitted as a County pupil at the 
New York Institution for the In- 
struction (if th(* Deaf and Dumb, 
and State pupil on April 1st, 1877, 
(his birthday). In 1882 he was re- 
appointed for three years, and ap- 
ix)iut(>(l to the High class 1885, mak- 
ing him graduate in 1888, but he 
did not complete his full course, 
hence he is l)ut down as having 
graduated in 1884, alth(mgh he did 
not actually sever his connection as 
a jMipil, for he was for two years in 
the High Class. 

Many of his former classmates 
will rememlxM- him as a sch(X)l boy; 
he was full of fun, and always uj) 
to soiiK* kind of sch(>me to cavis(> his 
companions amusement. Although 
at the time he was a pupil tlu> 
school did not possess such a finely 
eipiipix^d gymnasium as it does now, 
" Hilly," as the boys nicknamed 
him, was sonuvwhat of an athlete, 
and the gymnastic feats he was 
,ibl(* to perforin were wonderful for 
one who *had received no physical 
training whatever. He was well 
built, could wrestle with boys older 
aud heavier than himself. Was 
always ready and willing to tak(> 
part in any kind of game. Many 
are the times that he took part in 
cross country runs (hare and 
hounds as the sport was then call- 
ed). One of the longest runs in which 
over forty took part was to Yonkers 
and return. Mr. Fosmire was al- 
ways at the finish. 

After leaving sch(H>l he s(M'ured 
(Muployment on the Sdro/ogidii, the 
local paper published at his home 
in Saratoga Springs, N. Y., as a 
com|)ositor, which trade he learned 
at scli(X)l under Mr. F.. A. Hodgs(m. 
LiktMuany another, he had a longing 
for metropolitan life, »ind sought aud 
s(*eur(>d a steady position at the 
Frank Leslie's Publishing House, 
which position he held until two 
years ago, when he was comp(>lled 
owing to ill health to relin(|uish. 
While residing in New York City 
he mingled much in S(x>iety. He 
was a member of the best deaf-mute 
club New York ever had, the Gal- 
laudet Club. After the Gallaud(>t 
Club gave up its existence in 18!)0, 
his fondness for (dul> life seemed to 
Utxvt'i vani.shed, although his name 
was on the rost(>r of several other 
clubs, notably the Flyaway Har- 
ries and the Fnwli Air Club. When 
the Quad t'lub was first sugg(\st(?d 
he was oii(> of the prime movers, 
and was present at the fii-st annual 
baiKjuet at Martinelli's famous 
Fifth Avenue Hestaurant, but when 
the club t(X)k on a more six'ial and 
busiii(*.ss-like form, he withdrew, 
an«i since then h(> has not in any 
way been conne(Med with any deaf- 
mute organizations of any kind. 
He was m(x1(M'ate in his habits, 
and saV(Ml a great deal of his earn- 
ings, which he inv(>stcd in Loan 
and Huildiug Associations. 

On June, 1893, the most hajipy 
event of his life t(U>k plac(>. for it 
was then thati he renounced 
baehelorluHxI, aini married Miss 
Isabidia- V'an Varick, an accomplish- 
ed young lady, whose friendship he 
cultivated while at sch(x>l. That 
she proved, a faithful and loving 
wif(S all who know her will attest. 
Soon aft(>r Ixung married lie moved 
over to .lersey City IhMghts, and it 
WHS during one of the cold spells 
two years ago that he was laid up 
with the "grip," from which illness 
he nev(*r recovered, for (Hinsump- 
tion got a strong hold on him, and 
as already stat(Mi, with his wife he 
moved to Saratoga Springs, flu* 
hoiiK* of his parents, where he end- 
ed his days. About three months 



ago lie grew better and was able to 
vi.sit his friends in this city, but 
although somewhat better, he knew 
that the end was near, and with 
the exception of heaving his wife 
and child, a girl of one year of age, 
he seemed to be resigned to the 
will of Him who does everything 
for the best. In this city he had a 
large circle of deaf and hearing 
friends, who regret his deini.se, and 
with the writer extend sympathy 
to his wife and parents.

SAD DEATH OF ALBERT Hoi I^ND 
OK SCRIBA. 



Albert Holland, a deaf-mute, 
was struck by a train on the R. W. 
ft O. railroad about two and one- 
half miies Kast of this city some 
time last night and probably in- 
stantly killed. 

.lames Smith, a CAriJonter, who 
lives about thi-ee miles from Osw(^go 
on the Lake road, started for work 
in town at seven o'clock this morn- 
ing. Ilewasa little late, and deter- 
mined to take the railroad tracks 
for a short cut. He had proceeded 
about a mile, when he thought he 
heard a bird whistle in a nearby 
Hold. His attention was attracted 
to what bethought was a duck ly- 
ing near a small maple tree just in- 
side the barbed wire fence. Being 
some distance from the object, he 
leisurely approached it, but upon 
inspecting found that it was the 
body of a man. Mr. Smith found 
the body lying face downward, in 
a swale in the 8n<»w, the arms out- 
stretched iu front. He recognized 
the body ns thai of Aliiert Holland, 
a son of Captain aud Mrs. Michael 
Holland, who live on the Lake 
road four miles from tliis city. 

The face of the man was smeared 
with blood from a cut, doubtless 
infilted by the barbevl wire, four 
lines of which the force and weight 
of the body had broken down Mr. 
Smith l(X)ked around for traces 
which would pi"ove how Holland's 
l)ody came to be there, and found 
marks in the soft snow when* he 
had rolled over after being struck. 
His hat lay near the track, while 
one of his rubbers was found at 
lea.st sixty feet away in the field, 
the other being on the left of the 
track. The place where the Iwdy 
was found is about twenty rods 
East of the Lafave cu)s.sing, which 
is a distance of two and one-half 
miles from town. Upon examina- 
tion Mr. Smith surmis(>d that Hol- 
land was stt-uck in the back by an 
east-bound train and knocked high 
into the air, striking in the ditch 
twenty-five feet to the right (rf the 
track, from where he rolled to the 
l)lace in which he was frouiui. His 
ixxly, t iimb'ing down the hill, had 
fallen on the wires, cutting the face 
aud breakin;; them downi as stated. 

The track-walker was notified 
and ann(ninced to Captain Holland 
his son's death. Mr. Smith pro- 
cced(*d to this city and notifi(*d 
Coroner Vowiukel and Undertaker 
Daiii. Mr. Dain reached the scene 
first and brought the body to the 
morgue, while Vowiukel was look- 
ing for it. Holland was employed 
in the T(X>thill Silverware Com- 
pany's works as a burni.sher's 
apprentice, but would s(U>u have 
had his trade learned, as he had 
nearly (inished the necessary three 
years' time. Yest<*rday he worked 
until six o'clock, and started for 
his father's liouse and in all prob- 
ability was struck by the ().30 pas- 
senger train, bound Fast. 

As the man was a deaf-mute, he 
had no means of knowing that she 
train was approaching. He was 
about twenty-two years ot age, and 
because of the distance he did not 
always go home, but board(>d at 
Kmpin* House. Lately, howev«>r, 
he had goiu> Jioine every night, but 
Ills nonappearance caused no 
anxiety, his folks supposing him 
so be at the hotel. 

H(*cHuse of the rigidity of the 
body, it is thought that it had been 
lain iu thi> snow all night.. At the 
morgiH* it was found that one leg 
and arm wt»rt» bi*oken, while the 
face was cut as stated. He doubt- 
l(*.ss receiv(Ml internal iiijuri(>s, and 
the blow in tin* back must Imve 
killed him instantly. 

Holland issurviedby his parents, 
thiTc sisters aud two brothers. One 
sister and a brother are deaf-mutes. 



Mr. Toothill said to-day that 
young Holland was one of his very 
b(*st workmen, and that he had in- 
tended to take him to Kokouia, 
Indiana, with him. He was uni- 
versally liked and respected, and 
his parents have the sympathy of 
everyone in their sorrow.

Rev. A. W. Mann, of Gambier, 
O., the famous deaf-mute Episcopal 
clergyman, was in the city yester- 
day on his rclugar visit to Ephpha- 
tha Mission, wjiich he makes ever}' 
six weeks. In the morning he ad- 
ministei-ed the holj' communion to 
the members of the mission, and in 
the afternoon Bishop Davies con- 
liriiu»d foui deaf-mufe members. 
'I'lie former service was conducted 
entirely in the langauge of signs 
and the latter was interpreted for 
the congregation by Mr. Mann. 
The services were held in the chap- 
el of St. John's Church, with about 
lifty persons in attendance. The 
mission work was begun iu Detroit 
in 1873 aud the F.[>hpliatha Mission 
now has a membership of thirty. 

Mr. Mann has dates aheail for 
the remainder of the mouth and 
nearly all of April. He will go to 
(tiand Rapids this morning to 
conduct .services to St. Bede's 
Mission in that city. From thei-e 
he will go to Chicago, Cleveland, 
Youugstown, O., Pittsburg ■smti 
other cities in which lie has a 
missi(ni. 

Personally, ilr. Mann is one of 
the i-emarkalile men of the gen- 
eration. He has been engaged 
exclusively i!i the work of rainster- 
ing to deaf-mutes since 1875. Ac- 
cording to his own statement he is 
the second deaf-mute ndnister to 
be onlaineil since the days of the 
apostb*s, and the affirmation is 
confirmed bypap:'rs in his po.sses- 
sion. There are four oth(>rs in the 
United States engaged in the same 
work, but n«t .•ill of tluMii are 
mutes. 

Mr. Mann «ar» viun.iud iu the 
Indiana School for the Deaf, aud 
was a teacher in the Michigan Insti- 
tuti(m, at Flint, fnnn 18(')7 to 1875. 
Since that time he has preached to 
nearly all the large cities of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada and has visited 
England aud Ireland, preaching in 
London, in St. Saviour's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, on Oxfoid Street; 
Belfast, Dublin, and other cities. 
Hi* was not born a mute or deaf, 
'Hid learned to speak before becom- 
ing deaf. He has a wife and 
family living in Gambier, where 
his son is a student in the (Millege. 
His preaching is by signs exclusive- 
ly, and he has done a great jimount 
of g(X)d among persons afflieteil like 
himself. 

He said to a Frre Press represen- 
tative last evening as he sat in the 
lobl>y of the Russell House, where 
he was stopping, that there are 
over 50,000 iieaf-mut«s in th»> 
I'nited States, aud nearly 100 State 
and Church schools, where such per- 
siuis are given a Christian ed iicat ion. 
After graduation fr(Hn these institu- 
tions they v'ould have no opportu- 
nities to attend church service if 
there was not sjiecial work of this 
kind. Forthepa,st fifty years the 
Episcopal Clunch has been engaged 
in looking after such persons, their 
prayer b(X)k form of worship being 
especially adapt«Ml to the re<^uire- 
nuMits. The Chui-ch of England 
also provides for deaf-mutes. 

Convei's.itiou with Mr. Mann is

If the place is not giKxl enough, 
or the pay not big enough, fill the 
place chuck full, so that you bulge 
over a little wheie i>eople can see 
you, and earn every (*ent of the pay. 
Don't quit a good position until 
j'ou are sure of a better one. Re- 
member thnt the very best positions 
are secured through promotions and 
not by answering advertisements. 
The young men who are always 
looking for nice, easy positums at 
fat salaries, never get them. Don't 
try everything. The applicant who 
answers, all advertisements and 
claims ability to fill each positi(m, 
will not get an appointment more 
than one time in a million. If you 
are satisfied that you can fill the 
requirements, put forth vour 1i< si 
facts to prove it. 

Don't tell your i,,.^,,.,,. . > 
written in black and white, and the 
white would be noticeably clean 
with(Uit the black. It will not be 
neceasary to say how well bred yon 
are. Show this by the moderation 
of your statements, by correct 
spelling and good grammar, by a 
neai and n^spectalile letter. Write 
such a letter as will obtain for you 
an interview and yonr manners will 
then be made manifest. 

Use good stationery— »not that of 
your pres(>nt employer. The longer 
you have been with one house the 
more valuable, yon will app<^ar to a 
new one. Do not inclose a postage 
stamp for a reply. It is a useless 
esiJtnse. If jour letter is the one 
chosen the advertiser will s])end 
two cents to see you. Remember 
that all fancy stationery goes in the 
waste basket without lieing opened. 
Be frank ami sincere. Do not 
waste your time and the advertiser's 
by ai)plying for ■•» position which 
you are unable to fill. An office boy 
cannot expect to get a job as busi- 
ness manager of a large corporation, 
and a young man of 25, no matter 
how smart he may be, will not be 
chosen as a bank president. 

Why are so many young men out 
of work? There are two reajsons, 
and either is right ninety-nine times 
out of a hnndivd. The y(ning man 
unable to secui"e a position is either 
looking for something he can't do, 
or he is too la7,_\- to do the work 
that is looking for him. The young 
man who is doing the same work 
for the same pa ? for three years, is 
earning all hi^ *»* ».ivii> <•" >< i-^ 'M'Tv 
$5 a week. 

The young man who succeeds, 
the young man who is promoted, 
fr(>quently is the y(ning man who is 
doing two things — first, hia alloted 
work v>frfectly; second, as mnch 
more work equally valuable, for 
which he is not paid. If the alloted 
work is worth ^\i a week, the ad- 
ditional work is t\'i profit to the 
employer. Wlien promoted to a $1(H) 
a *«eek j>o8ition the additional work 
is flOO pi-ofit to the employer. 
PronnUion pays the employer and 
he does it. This rule works ninety- 
nine times out of a hundred.

Kn()wl('d;,'o is limited in various 
lini'H and dii'ectiouH. I. Kni)wl(Mi;;e 
given by tho hcuisi-h, as light. Light 
doo8 not give real shape, or size, or 
distance, that is, not directly or in- 
tuitively, but only as signs learned 
by oxperieneo. For ('xamole, sur- 
faces seen direcitly or oliliipu'ly, at 
di(f(ircnt distaiufes and in pei-spec- 
tive, through colored glasses, and 
in <birkncsH, all ten<l to deceive 
one's sight. Our other senses of 
smell, taste and feeling, arosubject- 
to like limitations, though tiiey 
tcMid to eorrcet on(i another's im- 
pr<»sHi(m8. 

What is color, ct,e., really, as in 
the object? Only motions of nn 
impalpable substance called etiior. 
The phenomena of heat, ebn-trieity, 
and mignetism ar(> reganhMl as dif- 
f(>r()nt kitids of motioTi of the siinie 
ether. These Tuovements of the 
ether act, uj)on the nerves, and thus 
upon th<' brain, ami jiroduce seii.sa- 
tions in the mind, 'I'hej' also act 
upon solid bodioH, and are acted 
upon buy them in various ways. 
But w(^ know and can know no- 
thing more about tlie ether. We 
cannot see it, thongli we see otdy 
))y means of it. And we cannoi 
handle it, or taste it, or smell it.

Oiilor and Hght and sha(l<> exist 
only in the mind that p('r(^(Mves 
them.

The theories of 
Berkeley and Mu.lebrancli(( were 
that tho materiid world has no ex- 
ist(uic(( at all, and ^^xiM(s only as the 
acting of the Divinc! Mind upon the 
minds of (u-eaicd bi'ings. Ilnine, 
tlie skei>tieiil philosopher, reasoned 
(,ha( we can have no proof of the 
real existence* of anylhin'' i>ii( 
" lmf)ressions and ideas." 

Wo dokiiow that then; is ;i suim(>- 
(hing th.at exists as matter and is 
irnpi'rishal)le, that, in fact, nothing 
in the universi* of matter is ever 
destroyed, and nothing comes into 
being, uidess l)y a miracle. What 
may 8(M>m t,o bo a destruction or a 
now creation is only a <d)ange of 
form. 

III. Knowledge of cause and 
elTects. Bodies have properties, 
su(!li that they act ttpon each other 
always iu thesamu way under tlu* 
same conditions.

/'o.s7. The only iiitim.ation his 
fritMids h(>r(* had of his illii(>ss was 
an item in a Staunton paper sajing 
thaton Thursday last, Mr. DeLong 
had started for Baltimore to hav(> 
an operation j)erformed for ap- 
[)endicitis. From other sources, 
we learn th.at Mr. DeLong had no 
idea that (he effe(ct of the operadon 
wouhl be l'a(,al. lie went- to St. 
.losf^ph's llosf ital, B.iltiinore, and 
was there operated on by one of 
the mosr skilled surgeons in t he 
oity. Dr. TilTany. It appears that 
the disease was of long stamling 
and b(^y(>Iul nKvlieal skill. Death 
took i)lace Friday night. His 
ycuing wife was unable to reach (he 
city in lime to see her husl)and be- 
fore his de.alh, and we understand 
that no friends were with him at 
the last moment, though every

Besides being a tine scholar 
ho was a i)ractical tJhrisdan and a 
le.iding nuunber of the religious 
organizations of the college. As a 
a friend and (^omrado he was b.oth 
genial and syni|)atlie(ic, and it is 
doiiblfdl if a student can be f(Muid 
who did not liki^ him thoroughly' 
during his college <lays. He grad- 
uated as the valedictorian of his 
ela,s8, in 18i);j,and in September of 
(ha( yi^ar (Ude-red upon the duties 
of !in instructor in tlie Virginia In- 
stil ul ion, at Staunton. He is 
spoken of in the highest terms by 
his associates there, and bade fair 
to be(!(Uiie oiu^ of (he le.iding in- 
structors in time. The following 
summer he was married to Miss 
Lillian Bi<!ksler, of the class of '!I4. 
The inarriaLO was look(;(l ui)on as 
a very happy oii(> in every way, 
the liride being die v«h>dictori)iii 
of her class, and one of the most 
l>rilliant young women yot graduat- 
ed from our college.

Science has made such rapid 
stritles jUiring the last decade or 
two, thitt there may be .some truth 
in the claims put forth by a cert.iiu 
doctor on Thirty-thiixl Street, to the 
efl'eet that he can cnie two-thir<is 
of the deaf whom, after an 
examination he aeceiits as client.s. 
Of course this refers more (o tho.se 
partially deaf than to those who are 
totally so, as'well as it depends to 
.some extent on (he nature of the 
disi<;ise causing deafiu\ss. 

I was recently imbiuMl with the 
impulse to m.'ike a pei-sonal inv(>sti- 
liation, and called at the above 
[ilaco last week. After a two hours' 
wait, I was put through what is the 
form of treatment, which, however, 
litis to be repeated four tinu>s a 
week for two, four, six, eight or 
more months, according to the mild- 
ness or severity of one's deafness. 
Pile treatment (aft(>r the examina- 
tion) consisted first of placing (wo 
metal piect»s in Iho (>ars connected 
with some mechanism — not a 
oattery — that jars the joints of the 
bones in (he e^ir. Then some 
iiKMlic.'ited v.'ipor is allowed to pour 
in the montii and issue from the 
nose with the n.ttural brt\Uh ; then 
von close all the passages and force 
the vapor up (he tube leading to tho 
ear till a miM sense of pain is felt ; 
(hen the vapor is blown up the no.se. 
riiis s 'emcvd like sometliing heard 
of bi'fore, and I asked the doctor 
for lh(^ principle upon which he 
pra('ti(!es. wliieii is. in siibst.ince, 
as follow 

Durin.u .^u imi.-,^-, i in- lulu' U'jid- 
ing from the throjit to Ihe inner 
ear bin^onu'S inflated and the eon 
gested tract remains there, thus 
ln'ing .111 impediment to one's hear- 
ing, as well as in ease with the 
porous bone in which die (>ar is 
located and the other semi-circle 
and spiral shaped tulies. In the 
ear Jtre three bones, which accord - 
ing to Ihe doctor should vibrate 
from 1(!,00(1 to :}-i,()00 times per 
minute. Th(\se bones hjiV(> bt>come 
stilT and do not vibrate. 

The idea is to loo.sen these joints 
with the piece of mechanism, and 
the medicated vapor is to clear 
away all congested m itt(>r in the 
tubes. 

When 1 sugg»>sted Ih.ii my ear 
drums wer(> destroyed or my nerves 
pr.ii.iyzed, he .said the drums were 
intact, but as to the nerves bring 
paralyzed that was merely ;i sup 
position. 

The above is given .i.s ;i m;itter of 
news of interest to the deaf. Per- 
sonally I can not beli(>ve onelolally 
(leaf can find any help in it, but 
the ciindition^ of deafness differ, 
and I do not believe th.it there are 
many who could have their hearing 
restor<»d, especially those who have 
a particle of hearing rcunaining. 
()n<> who is totally de;if but who 
can lumr the loud(\si sero.ims, is 
going (o take the treatment, and 
(he result I'll make known in due 
course of time.

Dr. E. M. Gallaudiit has done 
more toward teiudiing the deaf to 
hear and the dumb to speak than 
any other man of his generation. 
He has Vicen at IhtOiead of the 
nation's institution l\v deaf-mutes 
— Coliimliia Institution at Kendall 
tJreen — for more than forty years. 
Only ttie other day he (!elebrat/<!d 
his sixtieth birthday, but he a])- 
pears at h^ast ten years younger. 

A writ.er for the nS'/ar visited 
Kendall (ireen the other day and 
talked with Dr. (iailaudet, tlie in- 
structors and the pujiils. In con- 
versaticjii with Dr. (iailaudet his 
attention was called to a nu'cnt 
pubUeation representing him as the 
head* of a faction. Dr. (iailaudet 
(!Oiitradi(!ted this statement. He 
said tie had found good and bad 
[loints in ! otli the oral and manual 
systems, hut had selected Ih'^ vii'- 
tues of each and had jdaced llH;rn 
in a (^'omhined .system for t'jacli ing 
the inmates of the national institu- 
tion. " Experietice has taught 
me," sail he, "that it is netujssary 
lo iMarri the capaliilitic^ of a wj- 
cailed deaf and diiinh child Ixif'ore 
determining how to euncate him. 
Those (!oninionly called the d«!af 
and' dumb should be sjiokcn of 
simply as the d(!af, 8in(je dumbnciss 
or muteness is in nearly all <^as<!s 
dir;'<;tly defiendent ujioii deafmss 
and is not iniiorn. The only (rx(!«!p- 
tioiiM to thi.s rule fh'tt deaf and 
dumb children are mute simply be- 
cause tlusy are deaf nr ; wiierc they 
are idiots or wh^re tlieir»vo« al (u- 
tratis have become paraly/xnl. 
Mor<! t.hau half of the deaf hecome 
deaf aft«u' they are born. Tho.H<! 
who beiiome deaf after learning to 
talk are s<ddom inule.H, l)ecaiise 
rhey rarely ever forg'-t how to use 
th<!i! vocal or-gans. Tiiom; who can- 
not and never have heard their own 
or any one's else voice grow up to 
be mutes, unless educated to speak, 

THE DEAF TAUGHT TO .SPEAK. 

The majority of the deaf children 
can b(f tauu'ht to speak with their 
own lips and to understand speech 
from the lips of others. If a (U'.nf 
child, however, hasn't a natural 
quicknors of the eye to read the 
gestur(!S of the lips, or if ]t<' hasn't 
ithe ne<'<!ssary in(!rital faculties be- 
hind this (juickin'SM, the process of 
teacliing him sp(!e<'h is very diffi- 
cult. The oral or Ho-called new 
::. 'liod teaches -'■im to rea*! tlie 
ir(*s of (he mouth and to use 
his own voice and mouth in their 
expres-sioii as does tli<! normal child. 
One of the greatest criticisms which 
can be passed upon the exclusive 
use of the oral system is that it too 
often results in the failure of deaf 
ehildn )i to receive «du(;ations. I, 
tiierefore, have had ado|(t(Ml in t he 
Columbia Institute hoth syst<Tns, 
combined into <jne."

DEAF-MUTE COI.,I^EGK. 

(iailaudet ('ollege, muiied aft<-r 
Dr. (iailauilet's father, (jnfe of the 
pioneer t(!ac,hers and benefact(MS of 
the 'leaf-mutes of this country, is 
the hitrher <lef)nrt nient of the 
n.itional institution. Here are re- 
ceived graduates from the eighty- 
nine diiTer-ent deaf-mute scIkmjIh in 
thf! United SUit<!S, This is the only 
real college for the deaf-mute in the 
wr)rld, and the only insiitutlon 
wh(-i'f! he is afforded the higheraca- 
d'-mic (idiicatioii and given degrees 
in the artis and scicnftes. 

Dr. (iailaudet said that about 
sixty of th(jse who had g(Hie out in- 
to the World from the colbjge had 
be(K>ine teachers, eight nf them 
being at the head of institutions for 
th'< ^U-nt; four have becoriKi (Mlitors 
or publishers f/f newspapers; three 
hay tak"n other positiiMiH in jour- 
n»iiism: fifteen have entei-ed the 
governnH-ntcivil servi(;e-onoof those 
who had risen rapidly to a high and 
respf)n!*ibl<* position, having resign- 
ed to pra"ti'!e [latent law in lh#! 
West, ajid having also been admit- 
ted to practice in the Supreme (Jourt 
of the United States; one is the 
offical botanist of a State; one is a 
microscopis'. and anoth<u', an en- 
graver in the coast survey; two are 
siJccesHfiil ar<'hifects; one occupies 
theoffirre of city counilcman ;aiioMier 
once a <:ity treasuier, is now cashier 
in a national bank; one has become 
(rminent as a practical chemist and 
assayer; two have entered the fac- 
ulty of the coM 'id two others 
are renderiiiir \ service there 
in as instructors 

Dr. (iailaudet referred to the fact 
that Walter Scott once built a study 
into which no sound <!ould possibly 
enter. He built this in order that 
he 'incenlrati- his mind to 

th' Thedeaf, said lie, have 

ever with them the advantag(»s 
offered by Scott's study. One of 
tfie graduates pf the college who 
lK^(!ame a (rompiitter in one of the 
governm(mf scientific institutions 
was known as by far the most ac- 
curate cfimntitf'r ever 'ninloxi'd 
th(!re.

ment. I saw the process from the 
heginning first visit the room where 
the youiig<!St (diildren are being 
taught. Till! instructor, hims(df a 
deal-mute, pointed to a litth? color- 
ed boy wiio had lately (uit(>r(!d the 
s(rhool, and who was called upon to 
show the proc«^8s of tuition in its 
very first stages. The little f(dlow, 
taking the hint, went to the black- 
board. The toaclmr showed him 
the picture of a cat, beneath, whi(!h 
was printed th(^ word "cat," which 
the teiKrher (covered with hislingiM'. 
The littU; fellow made s(iveral 
futile attempts to write the same 
word, until the might see his errors. 
Several other (diildren representing 
varying (bsgrees efficiency went 
through similar processes. While 
a bright-faced litth'; blonde girl was 
at the board the teacher pointed to 
(Mie cf the boys in the class. The 
girl wrote "boy," The teacher, 
b.v posture, told the boj* to jump, 
which he did, Tha little gir-l thtoe- 
upon wrote "jumi)" after "boy," 
A little boy, when shown a toy 
cat wrote "cat" upon thc^ board. 
The teacher dn^w a blank line after 
th(! word, and going to a clos(fl 
pro luc(!d a toy bird. 

The cat was moved across a-table 
toward the bird and was made to 
I -ai) in tlu* air, landing on top of 
his victim. The (diild wrote 
"jumps" and afterward, "on the 
bird," in the space whi(di thet.each- 
ei' had indicated was to be filled. 
The cat and bird were then ^o 
iininipuli'ted by th(! instructor as to 
represent .i violent struggle between 
the cat and bird, during which it 
was evident that the bird was 
d"Voured, siiure it di.sapjKvin^d in 
the palm of the Instruetor'.s hand. 
The words pi-eviously placed aft'-r 
"cat" were then rubbt^d out and 
the child wrote " eats the bird" in 
their sl<!:id. The teacher then 
erased the sentenct! and rewrote it, 
leaving a blank st)a(re before 
"bird." The chihl ((uickly in- 
serted "little" In the space. An- 
other spaci.' was indicateil before 
"cat" and the child wrote "the" 
tlHU'cin. I?y thus representing all 
sorts of oV)je(its and actions by pic- 
tiir'cs, objects and gt^stieulations 
tli((se children are taught to writo 
simple Heuteric(fs. 'l'li(«y do not 
begin with llieir written alphabets, 
which ordinary youngsters must 
mister first of all. Th(iy are taught 
thedesf and duml» al[)liabe1 or sign 
language, if they do iiotr already 
know it. They l<>arn to write wcu'ds 
as words.

In another (dass room a woman 
instructor — whose specialty was 
aii.iculation — had seated befoi(! her 
four little girls. Arranged before 
them were charts representing 
cross-s<^ctioris of 1h<* human head, 
thn vocal organs being conspicuous- 
ly indicated. Each divi' ion of the 
chart contained a letter of the alp- 
habet, while a drawing alongside 
show(Ml the positions of the t(mgue, 
lip.«t, teeth and other organs of 
speech, when they arrange them, 
selves to pronounce it. Whfui I 
(•ntered th(!se (diiMren were reading 
simple words from car-ds Indd in 
their lafis. After each little girl 
read her woi'd the teacher made her 
rofieat it until it could be distinctly 
under-stood. Sometimesaehild was 
required to place her finger upon 
the t<iacher's throat, or against her 
nos", as the woi^irwas j)roperly pro- 
noiHKied, in order that she might. 
f(Md the vibrations anrl thereby as- 
certain whether the sound was gut- 
tural or nasal. An explosive was 
explained by pla(!ing tho child's 
hand before the teacher's lips, that 
the sudden outflow <if breath might 
be felt. The Words pronounced by 
lh"se l)eginriers yfcrt' hardy ('apable 
of being understood liy one un- 
accustomed to hearing them from 
day to day, as in the case of the in- 
striKdor, 

NEVER HEARD HIH OWN VOICE. 

When th(! little girls retired there 
entere<i a young man. Who looked 
to be in the neighborhood of twenty. 
He had a good, stron« face, his 
features being somewhiit Napoleon- 
ic, nnd in his dark eyes there ling- 
er(Mlratlieradr(!amy,sad expression, 

" Have you any news to t(dl ww 
this morning?" was the t.ea(dier's 
first qu»jstion. In a deep, manly 
voice, suggesting a chant rather 
than informal dis^'ourse, lie r(«'ite(l 
b» her some Cuban news, which he 
had read in the morning pai»er. 
After this he read from a text 
i-eader and related an expei'ienc(' 
he had had in the city, where a 
dishonest booksell(>r luwl a day or 
two ago [U'csented him with a coun- 
terfeit half dollar in change. This 
was well said, anrl I coiihi follow 
his meaning altiiost t liroughf)ut. 
Exclusi\e of its strange chant, his 
spee-ch sounded more like that of a 
for'dnirer, trying to pronounce 
Eng'ish words, than of a person 
siifTiT^ng from an impiMlinient. This 
young man was born totally deaf, 
and had never heard his own voice.

was similar in i»rinciple to thai in 
schools for hearing and talking 
children, the main dilTerence beinir 
that the sign language was substi- 
tuted for speech, almost altogether. 



Even the slightest remains of hear- 
ing deti'cted in jiny of these afflicted 
eaj's is cultivatetl to the utmost, 
within the possibilities of mod(M'ri 
surgical skill. It is often possible 
to train a deaf ear which has never 
imi>ressed the memory of a houiwI 
upon th(! brain. In this training 
th(t ear is (ixereised by th(^ aji- 
plication of sounds through hollow 
t lilies. In some cases there is used 
an impoved ele(^trical device which 
administers a sort of aural message. 
Students in the collegiate depart- 
ment both recite and r»!ceivo in- 
struction in th(! sign language. 
The firofessors deliver their Ie(^t.ureH 
sih'iilly, (h^pi^nding upon their 
hands lo express tlieii- idea. The 
regular morning as well as the Sun- 
day ndigous services in tli(? (college 
chapel are (•ondii(!ted in the deaf- 
mut(! jUphabet entirely. 

AH ATHEiyrKS, 

The young mcsn of the Galladuet 
(!ollege foot ball and base ball 
t(!ariis, which (loinpcsle creditably 
with teams of neighboring (folloges, 
have ii peculiiir advantage, exclu- 
sive of their excellent j)hysi(iu(js, 
which, by the way, they an* coni- 
pelhsd to develoj) according to a 
rigid rule of the institution. Their 
signals are all given in a language 
foreign to tlieiradvi-rsaries. Every 
few weeks during the college year 
the young men and women are 
permitted to meet at a hoj). The 
orchestra furnishing the daiicci 
music must always itudiide a di^ep- 
sounding bass viol, the principal 
aid in giving the cadence. The 
music of this instrument is not 
perceptible to tlu^ ears of the 
(lancers, btit is heard through their 
toes, so to sjieak. Its vibi-atioiis 
are taken up by ttie ball room floor 
and can be tlislinclly felt by those 
gliiling over it. President (iailau- 
det said that almost all of his 
pujiils have a modified api)re(!iation 
of music. If 8uflflci(!nlly rurar to it 
they can distinctly feel its vibra- 
tions in the air against their bodies. 
A band is particularly agixuNible 
to them for this reason,

Plans have been prepareil by W. 
H. Archer, archit(«cl, of tliistdty for 
a branch of the St. Mary'd Le (>>u- 
teiilx Deaf-Mule Institution, to be 
er('(^ted this coming summer on the 
southeast corner of Main St i(U't and 
l<'oiest Av(uiu(f. The building will 
liav(> a frontage on Main Street of 
'^22 feet, iind on Forest Avenue of 
I7r>feel. It will be three stories 
high, of Medina sandstone, red 
y)ressed bri(rk and terra-oot.ta. The 
righl wing will be occupied by 
gills, th<» h'ft by boys, and the 
central lilock will contain an as- 
sembly hall and clia[)el. There 
will be s(^parat(( flining-rooins for 
boys and girls, seating 200, and 
others for guests, chaidiiin and 
sisters. There is a perf eel ly- isolat- 
es! hos[iilal ; and IIk* shops, indus- 
trial rooms and gymnasiums are to 
be finished, fiiiiiish(Ml and equipped 
in modern styl(>. The staircases 
will lie of oak and the walls ceni- 
(<rit ; the floors are double through- 
out the whole structuie, and the 
ceilings of the (diapel, assembly 
hall, dining ro(uiis, kitchen, etc., 
will be steel, in ornamental pat- 
terns. The cost, is (-sti mated at 
ijsl 00,000. Work will begin about 
tin- first of May, and the building 
will be ready for occupati(m in the 
siiminer of 1K08. 

Tlui a.rcliit(^cture is of the French 
Renaissance style. The facade is 
divide into tlir((<! bays, three stories 
high. The central bay, with quoin- 
ed corners on tlii^ second story and 
pilasticred comers, surmountxKl by 
gable balustrade, has a hand.sonie 
[irojecting bay window i'(>sting on a 
pr-ojeetiiigiiortico, with balustrad(Ml 
balcony and arched entrance; this 
f('alure is esp(5cially beautiful. At 
ea(di side an* depressed s(U'eeii 
walls and the ends are maintained 
in firoportion, resiunbling the «!en- 
tral feature in minor ilegi'e<v The 
are.'ided upper row of windows and 
triglyph frieze, siirnioiinled by the 
bohl (tornhre, give dignity ami re- 
pose to the whole. A spreading 
flight of steps gives an inviting ac- 
cessory to th(* front. 

Ascending to the second floor by 
th(» grand double* staircases, tin* 
cliajiel is first S(*(ui, with laig(( (doii- 
gal(>d vestibiih*. It has a lofty and 
W(dl-i)roporti<ined c(dling divided 
in deep paneds, with ornamental 
moldings and friezes, snp])orted at 
the si(h*s by prote<'ting fluteil pi- 
lasters, surmounted by richly carv- 
ed ca[ntals, betwe(>n which a senii- 
ciride headed window at ejudi side 
slutds a soft and abundant light. 
The arch of the Man(!tUHr*y, spring- 
intr from columns at each siile, is an 
essentially strong featun? an<l with 
its ni(dies for side altars, and ileep- 
ly f(*(!((sse(l sanctuary, is cons|)icu- 
ons for its proportion and rejiose. 
A sacristy and vestry on otK* sid<*, 
and Hcjiarat/C entrance on the other, 
flank this (Mid of the chapel. This 
building is entindy l.solaled in the 
center of tin- groiiji. 

One feature that is highly eoin- 
mendable is the iierfect isolation of 
the hospitals; they stand about \M) 
feet away from the front of the 
building, like towers, alone, with 
b.'itliM and toilets of their own.
